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The cruise: Sign it in secret

The South African govern- 
ment now faces its most serious 
challenge according to Joseph 
Salugi who spoke in Montréal 
last Wednesday. 

Salugi is the Canadian 
representative of the African 
National Congress (ANC), a 
multi-racial resistance move- 
ment to the apartheid republic. 
The 71-year-old organisation 
originally fought legalised 
racism in South Africa through 
constitutional* means before 
resorting to passive resistance 
campaigns in the 1950's. It 
claims to be the major anti- 
racist organisation in the coun- 
try. 

The Congress was banned in 
1960 following the Sharpevillc 
massacre when police fired on 
black demonstrators protesting 
South Africa's infamous "pass 
laws." (The laws severely con- 
stricted employment oppor- 
tunities and mobility for the 
black majority by requiring 
them to carry a pass specifying 
date and place of birth, descrip- 
tion of previous employment 
and their police record.) 

The ANC did not disappear. 
Police repression made peaceful 
change impossible and the ANC, 
opted for economic and military 
sabotage. 

The growing military 
sophistication and popularity of 
the ANC within South Africa 
may soon topple Prime Minister 
Botha's regime, claimed Salugi. 

"The ANC has every inten- 
tion of intensifying armed 
struggle within the country," he 
said. 

"Without the support of 
Western countries, particularly 
the United States, the South 
African racist regime would col- 
lapse overnight," said Salugi. 

The government is now ap- 
plying for additional aid from 
the International Monetary 
Fund (IMF). They received $1 .2 
billion from the IMF in 
November 1982, Salugi'sajd. 

He added divestment is thus a 
highly effective way of combat- 
ting the present regime. 

"With their economy 
undergoing strains, it's hard to 
deal with these and political and 
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to recently 
leaked CW reports to buttress 
his argument. According to. 
these documents, "South 
Africa seems unable to handle 
the growing tide of revolu- 
tionary fervour, particularly 
among the working classes." 

But "because of their vital in- 
terest in the region the United 
States will never let go South 
Africa," said Salugi. "They will 
never accept the ANC." 

The Americans have instead 
tried to force a "peaceful op- 
tion" upon South Africa by at- 
tempting to gain credibility for 
a chief Buthelezi, a puppet 
leader, Salugi said. 

To counter the growing force 
of the ANC, the South African 
military has begun actions 
against front-line states: 
Mozambique, Lesotho and 
Swaziland. The regime has tried 
to create chaos in Zimbabwe in 
the hopes of sparking an civil 
war there.

The Canadian goverment has 
agreed in principle to the sign- 
ing of an umbrella agreement 
for "testing and evaluation of 
U.S. defence systems in Canada 
,." As yet the government has 
issued no statement on the sign- 
ing date of the agreement. 

In late December, 1982 the 
Cabinet quietly passed an order- 
in-council authorising am-, 
bassador to Washington Alan 
Gotlieb to sign the agreement, 
which covers several military 
tests — including the Air Laun- 
ched Cruise Missiles (ALCM). 

Frannie Ruvinsky, a Mon- 
tréal writer on peace issues, said 
she was upset most by the 
secrecy of the Canadian govern- 
ment. 

' "The entire two years of 



secret negotiations, held mostly 
in Washington to avoid possible 
embarrassing incidents, will 
culminate in the agreement's 
signing, without any announce- 
ment in the House of Commons 
or to the Canadian public," she 
said. 

External Affairs spokeper- 
sons would only say the agree- 
ment would be signed 
"sometime soon". 

Because of this secrecy, the 
public has carried the debate on 
the signing. • 

Professor Robert Jackson, 
head of the Political Science 
Department of Carleton 
University, has summarised the 
rationale for those in favour of 
the missile testing. 

"As a NATO partner Canada 
should be prepared to con : 
tribute a fair share to the

Last summer eight truckloads of irradiated nuclear fuel 



veiled along Ontario and Québec highways toward theU.S 
border. Some of the trucks drove across the island of Montreal, 
according to officials of the Nuclear Assurance Corporation 
(N AC), 'the. Georgia-based trucking company charged with 
transporting the fuel. 

In a road accident involving the breach of the fuel-containing 
cask, the resultant radioactive emmission, would be at least ten 
times that of the Hiroshima bomb. What is this dangerous 
substance doing on our roads? 

Chalk River Nuclear Laboratories (CR) in Chalk River, On- 
tario, is the home of the crown corporation Atomic Energy of 
Canada Limited's (AECL) two experimental reactors and the 
birthplace of Canada's nuclear industry. Both reactors use 93 
per cent enriched uranium fuel (U-235), one of the radioactive 
varieties of uranium. Any uranium enriched over 25 per cent is 
considered weapon's grade. 

Every four days the fuel is replaced due to the interference 
caused in the reactor between the neutrons' and the fission pro- 
ducts from the U-235. The spent fuel removed is only 60 per cent 
U-235 but is "millions of times more radioactive than fresh 
fuel", says the Sierra Club, a New York-based environmental 
organisation. , p|flse |un) , o paRe 5 



with the aid and support of 
seven other groups, the 
demonstrators protested the 
U.S.'s economic and military 
aid to repressive governments in 
Honduras, El Salvador and 
Guatemala. Protestors marched 
against human rights violations 
in these countries. 

Comité' de solidarité co- 
coordinator David Pabil said, 
"We are protesting for many 
reasons. There are now 1,600 
U.S. Marines in Honduras who 
are manouvering the Honduran 
army into planning for an inva- 
sion of Nicaragua. 

"Costa Rica, who in the past 
supported the Sandinistas in 
Nicaragua is now clearly align- 
ing itself with Washington. 
More and more Salvadoreans, 
Guatemalans and Hondurans 
are being tortured and 
murdered by the military day by 
day. 

"We are asking Québécois to 
demand a stop to U.S. interven- 
tion in Central America. We 
want solidarity. Right now hun- 
dreds of people are united in 
their demand," said Pabil, at 
the demonstration. 

Organisor Linda Villavera 
said, "This is going to have a 
big impact, not only in Mon- 
tréal, but in other cities as well. 
There are demonstrations being 
held at U.S. embassies all over 
the world within the month. All 
the demonstrations held so far 
have had high turnouts."

Other members 
already supply considerably 
more in terms of weapons, 
troops, and even the proposed 
battlefields. The Cold Lake area- , 
has similar climatic conditions / 
and terrain to the area in which 
the cruise missile will be 
targeted," wrote Jackson in a 
recent Toronto Star column. 

"The new missile is essential 
to a fascinating defence pro- 
posal currently being considered 
by NATO officials. The propos- 
ed new system of Airland Battle 
2000 is based on deployment of 
new precision long-range 
missiles such as the cruise, arm- 
ed with conventional weapons. 
These sophisticated weapons 
with electronic guidance 
systems would seek out and 
destroy attackers without 
escalating to the massive 
devastation of nuclear war," he 
added. 

Dialogue opposing the cruise 
agreement is lengthy and 
heated. The large opposition in- 
cludes Church Groups, the 
peace movement, and a group 
of MP's known as Parliamen- 
tarians for World Order. 

According to Project 
Ploughshares publications, . 
"the ALCR is not part of the 
NATO arsenal, but part of the 
U.S. indépendant strategic 
arsenal: this umbrella agree- 
ment is a bilateral testing agree- 
ment between Canada and the 
U.S.". 

Ruvinsky added, "The 
'■ testing agreement is also not 
part of common demands asked 
by NATO. Canada's govern- 
ment has not fully accepted 
'Airland Battle 2000' — the 
proposal for the deployment of 
cruise missiles. Canada has the 
choice, as two other go'vern- 
ments have made, not to con- ; 
tribute nuclear-related waepon : 



•systems to NATO." 

Various activist groups in 
Montreal are co-ordinating a 
demonstration . protesting the 
impending agreement to be held 
this Saturday in front of Pierre 
Elliott Trudeau's residence at 
Pine and Simpson. 

One of the organising bodies, 
the Montréal Affinity Group 
said, "The role of the govern- 
ment in this issue has constantly 
been one of secrecy and 
clouding of the true implica- 
tions as well as the logistics of 
the agreement. 

"The cruise missile testing in 
Canada represents an incredible 
breach of faith with Canadians. 
As Montréalers, we have the 
unique opportunity to reach a 
large number of federal MP's 
through demonstrations such as 
this one; to show our 
displeasure with the decisions of 
the government of Canada."

Law faculty review 
points to secrecy

The controversial Review of 
the Law Faculty has finally 
been released to the Law 
Students' Association (LSA) . 
after six months of delay. 

Overall the review was 
favourable. Most recommenda- 
tions concern improvements 
that will depend on finances. 

The most contentious issue in 
the review was student represen- 
tation on the Faculty Council 
which presently has a ratio of 
one student to eight professors. 
The national average of Cana- 
dian Law Faculties is 1:3.3. 

The conflict over student 
representation has brewed for 
over ten years. Faculty and stu- 
dent discord culminated last 
year at a Faculty Council 
meeting when a motion to in- 
crease' student representation 
was defeated. Students were not 
allowed to vote on the issue. 

The issue has continued to be 
the focus of much attention this 
year and is on the agenda .for 
the next Law Faculty Council 
meeting February 16th. 

The review describes law 
students as "self-selected 
overachievers who are ar- 
ticulate, intelligent, and 
oversensitive about their own 
rights." It also recognises their 
maturity and ability to par- 
ticipate responsibly on the 
Council. The review recom- 
mends student representation 
"should be enlarged to include 
at least 8 members." 

The review's controversy 
stems from the six-month delay 
in making it public. The dean 
first received the review in 
September, the professors all 
received copies in December but 
the report was still held con- 
fidential. ■ 

I LSA president Roger Cutler 
said, "After reading the report, 
it's surprising to me that it was 
necessary to delay making the 
review public." 



The LSA also maintains that 
students were never guaranted 
access to the review. 

Law dean John E. C. Brierly 
dismissed this saying, "I always 
said from the beginning they 
would get it, (the review) and I 
see no problem in the timing." 

Vice President Academic 
Samuel Freedman directed a 
Daily reporter to dean Brierly 
for comment on the inac- 
cessibility of the review. Brierly 
said he was waiting for permis- 
sion from Freedman before 
releasing the document. 

As the review is quite 
favorable, some students inter- 
pret the secrecy to be related to 
the issue of student representa- 

Since this is the first faculty 
review, no one is certain of the 
exact procedure or the prece- 
dent that will be set. 




El Salvador university under gov't fire

The Church, unions, univer- 
sities and instituitons must fight 
every day to stay alive, said 
Félix Ulloa to a 20-person au- 
dience at the Centre for 
Developing Area Studies on 
Monday. Ulloa is a professor of 
labour law at the University of 
El Salvador and a representative 
of the Salvadorean teacher's 
union. 

The military occupied the 
campus of the University of El 
Salvador in July 1980, killing 26 
students. In October of that 
year, the rector of the university 
was assasinated. He was Ulloa' s 



father. 

Since then courses have been 
taught in various buildings 
spread out' over the city of San 
Salvador, without books or 
scientific - equipment. The 
government will only pay the 
salaries of the faculty and ad- 
ministrative staff. 
• The university has been able 
to remain autonomous and con- 
tinue functioning up till now, 
but Ulloa said, "We know that 
in the classrooms there are 
policemen without uniforms. 
This is a risk." 

Over the last three years the 
repression has become more in- 



tense. Social analysis is difficult 
and professors must teach 
abstractly. "The police can hear 
dialectical materialism and they 
don't understand what that is, 
but if they hear Duarté...(the 
name of a past president of El 
Salvador)," he said. 

Ulloa said the university is 
now relying on support from 
outside the country to ensure its 
survival. The government will 
not increase funding because it 
is afraid the university would 
once again be the political cen- 
tre of El Salvador. 
. "We have to work in this 
situation because we have to

Students' Society may get this 
year's bookstore profits and 
manage the funds in future 
years. 

This proposal was recently 
constructed by a three-member 
task force and will be circulated 
to the other IS members of the 
University Bookstore Commit- 
tee. 

"I am sure there will be a 
consensus to adopt this pro- 
posal," raid Jeanne Wolfe, 
chairperson of the committee' 
and member of the "editorial 
committee" that drafted the 
proposal. <■ 

The document proposes that 
a reserve fund equalling two per 
cent of gross bookstore sales be 
maintained and that "should a 
further surplus exist after 
meeting this reserve require- 
ment (it will) be assigned to 
Students* Society. .!on the 
understanding that priority be 
given to reducing the Society's 
debt to the University." 

"It will be recommended to 
Senate to adopt it as a general 
policy for future years," said 
Wolfe. "It seems to me the 
most sensible thing to do." 



Society Comptroller Jon 
Shifmansaid, "I assume* Senate 
will approve whatever comes 
out of Committee as a consen- 
sus." 

According to Vice-Principal 
Administration and Finance 
John Armour, the bookstore's 
function is to "provide a service 
to the University and to recover 
its costs. (Its) aim.. .is to break 
•even. Profits have been a 
minisculc portion of overall 
sales." 

Last year's profits were 
517,100 on gross sales of S3. 3 
million. 

"The present policy, as far as 
I understand it, is that profits be 
used for improvements to the 
bookstore and to reduce prices 
•for the following year," Ar- 
mour said. 

George Franks, bookstore 
manager for the last five years, 
said, "All of a sudden we're 
making a little profit and 
everybody wants it. ..If we had a 
bad year, who's going to pick 
up the tab?" 

Yet, McGill Comptroller 
Ronald Kuranoff revealed there 
is a "reserve fund against stock 
changes, sales declines and ob- 



' solescence." 

This fund presently stands af 
approximately $70,000. 

The proposal suggests the 
fund be maintained at two per- 
cent of gross sales which 
represents slightly over n60,000. 

"Both myself and my staff 
are in favour of (profits) com- 
ing back into the operation," 
said Franks. "It's time to im- 
prove the service." 

Franks wants to computerise 
the bookstore operations to 
facilitate inventory control and 
purchase ordering'. He 
estimated a mini-computer 
system would cost 560,000. 

"We don't have the money to 
invest (in the system) as profits 
go elsewhere... Students' Society 
has had the profits for the last 
three years," said Franks. 

Shifman believes bookstore 
profits should go tb the Society. 
The bookstore "can com- 
puterise within their own 
budget." 

"Whether the money comes 
out of profits or out of Univer- 
sity funding, Computerisation is 
between one and two years 
away," Franks said.

Part of Ulloa's current lec- 
ture tour of Canada is an at- 
tempt to raise funds for the 
university. He has spoken over 
200 times in the past three 
weeks. Oxfam-Canada receives 
donations while the Canadian 
International Development 
Agency matches the funds, 
dollar for dollar. 

In return for a $5.00 registra- 
tion fee contributors receive a 
Certificate of Enrollment for 
International Solidarity with the 
University of El Salvador. 

They are symbolically enroll- 
ed in the university in return for 
their "act of solidarity which 
contributes to the functioning 
of the University of El Salvador 
and to furthering the struggle 
for peace, liberty and social 
justice by the university and by 
the Salvadorean people." 

Recently the university has 
come out in support of the 
Democratic Revolutionary 
Front's (FDR) proposal of 
dialogue between the govern- 
ment and opposition forces to . 
end the civil war. The university 
is a member of the FDR, which 
in turn is affiliated to the guer- 
rillas of the Farabundo Marti 
Liberation Front (FMLN).

Canada is a good wife to its economic, cultural, and military husband — the 
United States. We nurture him, entertain him — make him look really terrific. We 
stand by as his graceful hostess when his industrious friends come over asking for 
little favours, testing out their new ideas in our house. We clean up after them, 
mopping up the annoying stains, saying "oh it's nothing at all, do come back some 
time, and by the way does the missile stay in the closet?" 

Canada is making a pact with the United States to allow the testing of a scries of 
unspecified weapons systems within Canada. As part of an "umbrella 
agreement", the U.S. will be flying cruise missiles in Alberta. 

The Minister of External Affairs, Allan MacEachen, says the Alberta tests arc 
part of our NATO commitment. 

Our NATO commitment, the government says, is part of our Western alliance 
commitment. 

Our Western alliance commitment, it says, is part of our greater global commit- 
ment to the security of the free world and the policy of deterence. 
, Therefore, weapons tests are just a small part in upholding our commitment, a 
tiny concession when you really think about it. 

Lets really think about it. 

Practically speaking, weapons tests are really no nuisance at all. Not really much 
noise, no inconvenience. So this is the end of this comment.' 

However, there's more. Signing the 'umbrella* agreement has more than uncom- 
fortable implications. 

First, outside the cruise tests little has been revealed about the exact details of the 
agreement — or even inexact details. The government has been acting in secret, 
refusing even to reveal the date of signing. The agreement has not been debated in 
the House of Commons, yet the Canadian Ambassador to the U.S., Alan Gotlieb, 
has been authorised by the Privy Council to sign it. 

The government is in a tight spot. In a recent gallup poll 52 per cent of Cana- 
dians opposed the cruise missile tests; in November over 140 municipalities voted 
overwhelmingly in support of global disarmament; in demonstrations and petitions 
across the country Canadians have opposed the cruise. The governent is risking 
voter support. The cruise has become a political issue and the goverment is on the 
unpopular side. 
So why are we being signed? 

Second. Washington. We're either arrogant or ignorant to believe decisions 
made by the American military are either our decisions or decisions made in our in- 
terest. Many Europeans have come to this conclusion. . 

American weapons in Canada are not under Canadian control. What will hap- 
pen in the event of a crisis? There is no reason to believe the US would respect the 
Canadian government or the will of its people during a crisis. After all, ultimately 
defense is about protection, and countries protect themselves first, their foreign in- 
terests second, and perhaps a foreign people. 

Third. Canada's relationship with the U.S. military is one of intricate and 
sometimes desperate inter-dependance. If Canada depends on the U.S. 
economically, the U.S. depends on Canada militarily. If Canada were to refuse to 
co-operate, that means, no cruise tests, no uranium exports (Canada is a major ex- 
porter of .uranium for U.S.' weapons and energy producing reactors) and no 
nuclear submarines dropping in for a visit, then we greatly reduce our complicity in 
the arms race. (This could be done without decreasing our participation with 
NATO and NORAD.) All this to us. 

To the Pentagon, however, this sounds like divorce proceedings. We could ex- 
pect trade sanctions and the full crushing economic might of the United States of 
America. 

Inside the depression psyche there is a sense that we should be strengthening all 
our ties with our closest economic ally — the U.S. Our government already knows 
this. The government recognises there is no significant distinction between the 
economic and the military in the United States. It may also know that if Canadians 
are willing to accept the testing of cruise missiles wc may not be far. from ac- 
comodating actual armed missiles. 

The umbrella agreement will probably be signed within weeks. 

Where does that leave us? 

Being hit so often with the immensity of the whole arms race issue without any 
ideas for action, it's hard not to become numb or maybe just bored. So what? Do 
we wait for someone to come up with the simple solution? 

There are things that are clear. The cruise missile is to be tested here and our 
government is permitting it. At what point do wc take responsibility for our own 
lives. We should demonstrate. 

The actions of hundreds of thousands of Europeans have forced their leaders to 
reconsider taking missiles. The actions of tens of thousands of Canadians have 
forced the government to at least delay publicly signing the umbrella agreement.

Under an agreement made with the 
U.S. in 1955, the AECL purchased a 
quantity of enriched U-235 from the 
U.S. By the Atoms for Peace Treaty of 
1955, designed to promote the nuclear 
energy industry while monitoring the 
proliferation of nuclear weapons, oi 
countries with nuclear weapons pro- 
grams — the US, USSR, Britain. France 
and China — can enrich and reprocess 
uranium. CRNL sends its irradiated fuel 
to Savannah River (SR), South Carolina 
for reprocessing. 

Reprocessing involves the replenishing 
of irradiated fuel to 93 percent. Canada 
pays only for the difference in the 
amount of U-235 before and after radia- x 
tion. 

"The AECL is credited for whatever 
we return", said CR spokesperson, Nan- 
cy Thomson in an interview with the 
Daily. 

Since at least May 1966, when the 
NAC made its first CR shipment, spent 
fuel has been returned by truck. Until 
recently NAC trucks took the most 
direct route to SR, through Ontario and 
over the border into New York or 
Michigan. Routes were varied for securi- 
ty reasons. 

Route security 

Last summer, however, high-level 
radiation, irradiated fuel passed along 
Quebec highways without the knowledge 
of the provincial government, the 
municipalities on the route or the police. 

On July 18, 1982, a truck bearing ir- 
radiated fuel was not allowed into New 
York by the New York Bridge Authority 
at the Thousand Islands border crossing 
unless it could present written confirma- 
tion from the US government of having 
$500 million in insurance against nuclear 
accident. 

The AECL allegedly rerouted the 
truck through Québec allowing it to 
cross at Rousse's Point, near Lacolle, 
Québec, into New York. New York's 
Save the River organisation reported the 
crossing to Québec. 

As a result, the Québec government 
will soon pass a bill requiring the AECL 
to advise the province when solid 
radioactive fuel is transported on 
Québec roads. Currently Québec' has 
jurisdiction over,the transport of liquid 
radioactive wastes only. The Atomic 
Energy Control Board (AECB), 
Canada's nuclear regulatory body, con- 
trols the transport of solid nuclear 
material and is not obliged to inform 
anyone of the time and route of 
shipments. 

"I wouldn't say that it (information 
on shipments) would get to the premier's 
desk, it's not necessary that the pro- 
vinces know about it since it is federally • 
approved through the AECB," said 
Thomson. 

Shipping allegedly safe 

Thomson said the shipping is safe. 
There have been no accidents since 1962 
and in the event of a breach there would 
be little danger. ' 

"Because the fuel is solid there would 
be no dust or liquid. The police would 
clear an area with a 25-mile radius of the 
truck. The radiation wouldn't come 
through the air and would decrease by 
distance," he said. 

Dr. Gordon Edwards of the Canadian 
Coalition for Nuclear Responsibility 
(CCNR) disagrees. He explained ir- 
radiated fuel contains many uranium fis- 
sion products. Some will be emitted as 
gasses and may dissipate into the air. 



The danger lies especially with the 
volatile radioactive elements, like 
Cesium-137 and lodinc-131, which 
vaporise and resolidify into tiny par- 
ticles, settling into the earth and entering 
the food chain. 

The Council on Economic Priorities 
>f New York found federal government 
testing of the shipping casks inadequate. 
They discovered that none of the casks 
now used by the NAC were physically 
tested against possible highway and rail 
accident conditions. 

These same casks are used in Canada. 
The AECL does none of its own cask 
testing, said CR spokesperson Lindell 
Hastings, except for the routine testing 
at each truck departure for gas leaks, 
criticallity (if the nuclear material would 
reach critical mass and explode), and 
temperature. 
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Safety tests 
Once on the road, the two NAC 
drivers, riding within the protection of 
the heavily armoured and armed cab, 
are required only to report to their 
dispatcher, the Tri-State Motor Com- 
pany in Missourri, at fixed time inter- 
vals. 

The policy of secrecy exists for securi- 
ty reasons. The less known about the 
shipments the less chance of a terrorist 
hi-jacking for bomb-making purposes. 
But,, said Edwards, the high-level 
radioactivity of the fuel would make it 
impossible to handle safely, and without 
reprocessing facilities the U-235 could 
not be extracted. ' 

Accidents are the greater concern. 

With a law requiring the AECB to 
notify the Québec government of the 
time and route of shipments, the pro- 
vince could establish emergency pro- 
decures in the event of accident. 

"We should know what is being car- 
ried and how, so that we can act before 
an accident happens, instead of after the 
damage has been done," said Ministry 
of the Environment official, Denis 
Ouellet in a July Montréal Gazette inter- 
view, after learning of the Québec-New 
York crossing. 

In the three US states affected by the 
shipments, New York, Michigan and 
Vermont, state and local government 
legal action have prevented shipments 
until they are assured of the safety of the 
casks and can organise the necessary 
emergency teams. 

Transport imprudent - 

New York Federal District Court 
Judge Sofaer, questioned the necessity 
for radioactive material to be on the 
road at all. A Vermont Public Research 
Group . (VPIRG) letter sent last 
September to Vermont towns officials 
reported that "in the court decision 
Sofner concluded that it is imprudent to 
proceed with transportation of radioac- 
tive materials before this nation has 
decided how it will permanently store 
the waste." 

While the AECL risks losing $500,000 
this year, if the state bans hold, due to 



not receiving credit for the irradiated 
fuel when buying fresh, they arc not 
concerned. 

"Last February's law says no one can 
make a unilateral ban," said Thomson. 
She believes the shipments will continue 
this summer because the three states arc 
acting illegally. 

Ray Drennan of the Montréal Chalk 
River Committee, a group consisting of 
members of Montreal's two anti-nuclear 
organisations, CCNR and Alliance 
Tournesol, does not agree. If the NAC 
wins on the inconsistency ruling it be on- 
ly the court's opinion. All three states 
will be taking the trucking company to 
court for violation of bans. 

Local groups collaborate 

The Montréal committee, VPIRG and 
the Vermont Yankee Decommisioning 
Alliance (VYDA), arc collaborating to 
develop a strategy to end the radioactive 
shipments. One legal avenue may be 
violation by the Canadian government 
of the 1955 Atoms for Peace Treaty. The 
treaty forbids the use of any nuclear 
material originating in Canada from be- 
ing used in US weapons production. 

At a recent meeting of the Québcc- 
Vermont organisations, Cort Richard- 
son of the VYDA, reported that a US 
Department of Energy official found 
CR fuel did end up in weapons. This 
could provide the grounds on which to 
charge the Canadian government. 

Ultimately any movement to end .the 
trucking of radioactive material in 
Québec will require widespread protest 
on the part of the people effected — 
those living in towns along the route: 
along the Ottawa River, in the Montréal 
area and in the Eastern Townships 

In Vermont, New York and Michigan 
it has been relatively easy to inform and 
organise citizens, local governments and 




state governments. The US has a much 
larger problem of radioactive material 
transportation than Canada. They have 
many more reactors and their reactors 
produce a more radioactive waste than 
the Candu. 

Not enough public info 

Canadians have less access to infor- 
mation on their nuclear industry. 
AECL's attitude has been what they 
don't know won't hurt them. Montréal 
anti-nuclear energy organisations arc 
starting to inform people so that what 
they do know won't hurt them. 

As the the CR reactors do not produce 
electricity there is no reason why they 
cannot be shut down to eliminate the 
danger of irradiated fuel transport. The 
radioactive isotopes they produce for 
medical use and the experiments per- 
formed could be done using our own 
natural uranium, said Edwards. The 
waste product from natural uranium is 
not reprocessed and Canada could avoid 
exposing itself to strategic material. 

AECL is unlikely to take this step on 
its own. It will be up to those concerned 
with the insecurity posed by radioactive 
materials on our roads.
